Tho work is now com- 
pleted, except as to the territory of Al- 
aska, ceded by Kuasia to us under the 
treaty of 1867. Even since the treaty 
of Ghenii]w«f BavS^Beon ealSblishing our 
;aorthern boundary with 'Great Britain 
until a year or two ago, when tho.work 
was finally completed by a joint com- 
mission consisting of Maj. L*onald E. 
Cameron, royal urtilleiy, CupU S. An 
derson, royal engineers, and Capt. A. 
0. "WJarrd, royal engineers, for_ Great 
Brit^^in/ and Archibald Campbell and 
Capt J. Twinning, U. S. army, for our 
government. The comiuiasion experi- 
enced difficulty in discharging their du- 
ties, from thejeryors cotnmitted by for- 
mer commiasioners. In April, 1870,

Between the British possessions and 
tlie United States at that place was 
47000 feet uouth of the 49th parallel, 
and if run on west from such an. initial 
point, would throw the fort of the Hud- 
sou Bay Company at Pembina into the 
United States. Here -was indeed a dif- 
ficulty, and the officeis at once commu- 
nicated' the facts to their government. 
Tbie president, Gen. Grant, sent the in- 
formation to the British government 
and requested consent that the United 
States occupy the fort of tho Hudson 
Bay company until the matter could be 
determined. Of course, such a reason- 
able requ^t was at once granted. The 
president jbnen sent n message to con- 
gress, reccraraending the establishment 
of a joint commission to fix the true 
boundary line between fche two coun- 
tries, and congress assisted, appropriat- 
ing ? 100, 000 by joint resolution to car- 
ry out the work. The appropriation 
■was not available until 1872, when the 
work was begun, as above stated, by a 
joint commission of the two govern- 
ments. The northern boundary is 

MARKED BY STONE CAIRKB, 

Iron' pillars, wood pillars, earth mounds 
and timber posts. A stone cairn is 7^ 
feet by 8 feet, an earth mound 7 feet 
by 14 feet,, an iron_i)ilJar,8^ feet high, 8 
inches squar^at tHe bottora'and 4 inches 
at the top, timber posts 5 feet high and 
8 inches square. There are 382 of these 
marks between the Lake of the Woods 
and the base of the Rocky mountains 
Thac portion of the boundary which lioi 
e&st and west of the Bed river valley is 
marked by cast iron pillars at even mile 
intervals. Tho Britist placed one every 
two miles, and the United States one 
between each British post. Our pillars 
or markers were made at Detroit, Mich. 
They are hollow iron castings, three- 
eights of an inch in thickness, in tho 
foxni ofa truncated pyramid,. eight feet 
high,. eight' inches square at the bottom 
and fourinches at the top, as before stat- 
ed. ■ They have at the top a solid pyra- 
midal cap and at the bottom an octa- 
gonal flange one inch in thickness. 
Upon tho opposite faces are cast in let- 
ters two inches high the inscriptions, 

"COKVEKTIOlf OF LONDON" 

and "October 20, 1818." The inscrip- 
tidiisvhegin about four feet six inches 
above the base, and read upwards. The 
interiors of the hollow posts are filled 
with well-BeaBoned codar posts, sawed 
to fit, and securely' spiked through spike 
holes cast in the pillars for the purpose. 
T^e average weight of each pillar when 
campieted /is, eighty-five pounds; . Tb€ 
pillars are all set four feet in the 
giround, with their inscription faces to 
the north and south, and the earth is 
well settled and stamped about them. 
For tlifi^vyooden posts well-seasoned logs 
are selected, ^nd the portion above the 
ground painted red, to prevent swelling 
and shrinking. These posts d9 very 
vreli, but the Indians out them down for 
fuel, and nothing but iron will last very 
long. Where the line crosses lakes, 
monuments of stones have been built, 
the bases bern^'in some 'plnpes eighteen 
feet under water arid the- tops ' project-

Oazctts of tho 28th of January, 1780, 
says iliat "this dayseveriil persoiis uuino 
over on tho ice from Staten island," and 
on Pub. 1 a four-borae sleigh cros.sod 
over. Snow foil on the lOth 'of Novem- 
ber and lay 'almost continllo'Usly until 
tho midtUo of tho next March. Iu tho 
u'oiMiH it was four feetupon a level. Now 
Yurit was then a city of 30,000 inhabitants.

THE judge's CHA-ROK. 

Tlio Chiet Juanco,m cluirgingtho grand 
jury, remarked that on tho two preced- 
ing oooasions ho had addressed tho grand 
jurors in that court room and ho would 
Lave been pleased if that duty had novr 

bench? Olrcumslances, , Kowever, ' wore 
Ruch that -his - brother, judges could not 
ctinvoniently take this assize and he was 
under the necessity, therefore, of again 
cli.irging them, although at tho risk of 
repeating himself. The list of cases that 
would bo_,brought ..bof ore , thorn waa 
ruthor numorous^ani ajpnia bfth^m were 
of importance. Two of "Ihem wore of a 
grave aspect. Tho rest wero not so im- 
portant. Throe were for stealing from 
dwelling liou...'j. Tho to.nptiU'on to such 
stealing might arise from tho inadequacy 
or incompetency of the police force. Ho 
did not think, however, that it did arise 
from cither of those causes. Another 
ground for such cases was tho great lax- 
ity and carelessness of people closing and 
fiistoning doors and windows. Th(8o cases 
although trivial in thoir character were 
exceedingly; annoxipRi- troublesome and 
exporiaive'tb do'al'With'." Stealing property 
consisted in taking and appropriating it. 
Even if goods wore removed and not tak- 
en away it constituted stealing. In one 
of these cases tlio party charged was in 
tho houso and removed goods, but being 
disturbed tho goods wore not taken 
away. Thaf iSoustituted stealing. The 
Chief Justice then defined the crime of 
burglary and stated that every possible 
protection sliould be given to people at 
night. To constitute the crime of burg- 
lary an outside lock must bo broken or a 
door or window forced. Forcing an in- 
side do'o'r if tho outer one was loft open 
was not burglary. There were other cases 
of stealing from tho person to which a 
second count in tho indictment was added 
of receiving stolon property. If there was 
not enough evidence to warrant thorn in 
bringing in a truo bill on the first count 
they could consider the second count. 
Tho duties of a grand jury were then ex- 
plained at somo length. '-It.wa^ not for 
them to judge of tho guilt or innocence 
of prisoners. If they considered that there 
was j^Tima facie evidence of guilt a truo 
bill should bo rendered. He had always 
been in the habit of telling grand juries 
that thoy should lean on the: sido of strict- 
ness as they did not try cases. That was 
tne duty of the pettit juries. If no bill were 
found tho prisoners might bo indicted 
again on same offence; but if tho case be 
gent to the petit jury and the prisoner ao- 
quited; 'he could net be tried again for 
tnat diffi^ac'e.^ -There waa one other case of 
importance, an accusation of arson. In a 
citjr like Victoria, built chiefly of wood, 
it IS a serious crime to sot five to sub- 
stances whereby buildings may bo con- 
sumed and life destroyed. Cases of this 
sort should bo strictly investigated. The 
plea of being drunk is no excuse whatever 
for such !Cirtmes in this country or in any 
part of the British empire. In Germany 
it is considered a palliation, but with us 
it is neither a palliation nor an aggrava- 
tion of the act. The case of Scott for 
threatening bodily harm waa then taken 
up' and the offonco and that of com- 
mon BBsault defined. Angry \yords yrpuld 
not constitute an assault, but placing the. 
hands upon a person might, because that 
act might bu insulting. Tliero woro two 
extraordinary cases that ought iievor to 
have been sent to tho assizes at all. One 
was that of Vordior for refusing to main- 
tain his wife properly. Tho position of such 
cases was defined and authorities quoted. 
Illustrations were. alio |^ven in support of 
tho opinion which the learned Chief Jus 
tico expressed with regard to tho case 
under consideration. Persons against, 
whom such charges were brought wore 
liable to great hardships in various ways. 
The other case was that of a Chinaman 
charged with rosiiting a.n olTicor in the 
execution of his duty. Ho never hoard of 
a mofo extraordinary case in a court, of 
justice. Tho School Tax Act was then 
explained. Thooflicerappointed under that 
Act had taken a ipplice qfficer .,with him 
at ah^unseasbnable tims'and'had>oharged 
right and left among ni' lot of Chinamen, 
seizing/the bod from under one of thoin 
and'icarrying it off. Ho could only char- 
Bcftrlzo'Buch conduct aa highhanded ty- 
ranny. Tlie poor Chinaman had resisted,

The Chief Jus- 
tice hero suggested that thei'grand ' jii^ 
should findbilU in one or two cases with as 
little delay as possible in order thhl^tli'd 
court might go on with its work . as. .the 
petit jurors and witnos-ses wore in waiting. 
Before tho grand jurj' retired, liowovor, 
ho would e.xiilaiu w hat were usually term- 
ed nuisances and the power of tho grand 
jury -with regard to thorn. Tho quustion 
of police also cajuq .undei^. thoir conaidera-. 
tion. Thcru were many other matters 
which might bo dealt with by the grand 
jury hero that would not bo allowable in 
England or in the thicUly populated eastern 
provinces. Disorderly houiios where crime 
waa generated might bo considered and in- 
dicted by them. Otlior nuisances niight 
bo put down simply by.. the^^pi:iaBr{t^eiit 
of the grand jury, sueh Viis^^a'ughtec- 
houses where they wore in close' proximi- 
ty to dwelling houses or injurious to 
health. It was only necessary to state 
them in a dofinito manner and ho would 
direct a prosacution to bo instituted. As 
thero was nothing moro that was neces- 
sary for him to say thoy might retire to 
consider the bills that would be submitted 
to them. 

Court hero adjourned for an hour.

Mr. Harrison for tho Crown explained 
the nature of tho oflonco, and stated 
that if tha prisoner did .not bresk into the 
shop he certainly had the stolen articles 
in his possession shortly aftervtards. 

W. H. Jenkinson sworn — Saw" prisoner 
at tho police court in September la.st; tho 
shop was locked up when witness loft it; 
the articles wore on a bench about tliroo 
feet from tho window; tho window had 
been cut with a diAinondj thore._wero two 
pieces of wood near the'^inaS^ wffich 
lad been used for' drawing th'^'Tirticlos 
toward it! a diamond cutter was found in 
prisoner's houso. 

To the Court — It -was about 5 o'clock in 
tho morning when witness went to his 
hop .,an^,3ifter'5fardf tor.the prisoner's 
houBo^. 

The Chief Justice here asked' the.pris- 
oner if he understood what.witnesa' had 

been saying. 
Tho prisoner said hs did nbtninderata'nd 

t very well. 
Mr. John Slovens was then sworn as an 

ntorprotor and explained to the prisoner 

n Spanish the evidence given. Prisoner 
entered into an explanation of the inat'ter. 
Ho nerer had seen the "things r his- chum 
had given them. to him; they were sleep- 

ng in tho houso together; the ring was 
given him to pawn and get sorao drink; 
he knew nothing more about the matter. 

Michael Hart, sworn — Wa.s a spociul 
officer on tho 7th Sept. last; was on duty 
on Johnson street at that time; heard a 
noise of breaking glass and saw . tho pri- 
soner going up tho street protty lively; 
found that Jenkinson's window had boon 

roken; informed tho policu officers of 
what had taken place. 

In reply to tho interpreter prisoner said 
he was not on the , street '.aiter.i four 

clock. 

Officer ■ Shoppard, sworn- -Reniornber 
arresting prisoner on the morning of 8th 
Septembor last on Johnson street; prison- 
er said some other man stole the articles; 
found tho stolen goods under his pillow; 
examined the window afterwards arid 
found that- the glass had been out'out; ; 

Tho Chief J.uStiob.P cbmmentedS the 
fact that 'the persb'n ■\vhbm tjie 'prisoner 
stated had stolon the goods was not forth 
coming. Tho police force was compli- 
mented on tlioir promptitude in recover- 
ing tho stolon goods. 

In roply to the foreman of tho jury .j^Ir. 
Hart stated positively that the prisoner 
was the person he saw in the vioinity of 
the prosecutor's store. 

Tho jury returned a verdict of guilty. 

H0D8EBUEAKINO. 

Charles Weir was charged with break- 
ing into the house of Mrs. Petrie on 
Douglas street "ott'.the 28th September 
last. 

Prisoner pleaded not guilty. 

A jury of which Mr. Meldrtini wa^ fore- 
man was then impannoUed- 

Tho Crown prosecutor explained the 
nature of the case before the court, and 
stated J;hat hj?.T\;oul4 prove that the pri- 
soner' on'teted the house with a felonious 
intent. 

Mary E. Petrie swnrn — Lived on Doug- 
las street last September in a -house bo- 
longing to her mother Roaina Petrie; had 
not seen the prisoner in the day time till 
she saw him in police court; sawhimabeut 
half past one in the inbrning]iihe>wak awak- 
ened about that time ana she 8a'w'"lhe 
prisoner in tho house; she then called her 
brother; to tho bast of her belief it was

Miss Petrie was recalled and stated that 
her ovidonco in tho police court waa given 
two days afterwards. 

Mrf Harrison remarked, in addressing 
tho jury, that tho question of identity 
would have to.be.considerod. The chief 
'evidanbSjas'to^dentity was thnt of Miss 
Petrie.- ' She .'had recognized tlie priijonor 
by his height, stoop in tho siioulders, etc. 
The footprii.ts also corrciponded with 
those of tho prisoner. Foutprint-s had 
often led to the conviction of prisoners, 
and ho quoted authority on tiiis point. 

Mr. T. Davie, for tho defence, said it 
wonld be difficult to believe that the jury 
would convict on . the evidence that had 
been adduced. The evidence liad broken 
down with raspoct to the socks. It had 
been stated that tho prisoner liad a stoop.

Witness stated tiiat jirisoncr on that 
occasion pointed a revolver at Fairbrother 
and told him to draw; Fairbrntlier aaid ho 
hrd nothing to draw, .and said that prison- 
er certainly would not 'take the advantage 
of an unarmed man; iis.witne3s did not 
like seeing a revolYer flourishing around 
he went behind a tree and saw no moro 
of tho occurrence. 

Georgo Fairbrothor sworn — Know tlio 
prisoner; was working at a house and saw- 
hirn approaching; ho had a pisto^l^and said 
he would shodi tho white hat' off that 

(meaning witness). 

To tho prisoner — Martin Biglor was 
present; had no dciidly hatred 



against you; never had a wliito hat on be- 
fore that occasion. 

To the Court — Was about twelve ■ feet 
awav when the pistol was pointed at him. 

Wm. Polley swoi-n. — Remembered, the 
11th March last, and saw tho prisoner 
raise tho pistoh to threaten to shoot tho 
white hat oQ' of Fairbrother; witness 
helped to take the pistol away from pris- 
oner; tlio pistol produced was similar to 
the pr.e. pointed at Fairbrothor; it was 
loaded in all the ehambors; prisoner a,f- 
terwarda said he would go and got a knife. 

To tho prisoner — Had had no angry 
words with you; totik a drink with you. 
Several questions were hore asked by the 
prisoner which wore somewhat irrelevant. 
Prisoner stated that ho was going up the 
creek to smoko cut a she bear and her 
whelps. A statqment;pf;Some length was 
lierc made by him'' lo shoV that ^hia was 
a conspiracy againsthim. " ' ' 

Tho prosocuting attorney complained 
of a witness leaving court, and asked that 
tho recognizance of Martin Biglcr, an 
important witnos.'i in the case, bo estrea- 
ted as ho had loft court. This w-.as ac- 
cordingly ordered. 

In addressing tho jury for tl'.r. prose- 
cution the loarnod coun.scl dwelt on the 
determined resistance of the prisoner 
when tho pistol was taken .away frora^him. 
If tho jury were of opinion that it was 
only a' common assault they would spooi- 
,ally say so in their verdict, 

Prisoner hero produced M, Bigler 
for tho prosecution. Ho wished to ask 
him three qucgtions. 

VVitnous waa very deaf, deaf as a 
post,' and could not bo made to hear any- 
thing or undet-si^nd tlie oath about to bo 
"adnJiiiist'eiped to him.

HOOSBBKBAKmO. 

All Toy was charged with breaking i^to' 
Mr, W. G. Norris' store on Joniison 

street at about 2 o'clock on tho morning 
of 11th April last. 

Prisoner through an intorprotcr 
stated that ho wont into tho houso 
but did not steal anything. 

A plea of not guilty waa entered. 
'The jury was thon irapannolled and 
sworn. 

Tho iirosociiting attorney explained the 
two counts of tho indictment against tho 
prisoner and tho circumstances connected 
with the oll'oncc. 

Mr. W. U. A'orria, sworn — Dosoribodtho 
position of his promises on Johnson stroet; 
romembored being disturbed on the night 
of 11th April; found that tho desk in tho 
store had been opened and a life preser- 
ver and a [lair of spuctaclua had boon re- 
moved; on going upstairs again he looked 
into a closet and found tho prisoner con- 
cealed in it: ho was given in charge of an 
uiUcer who had not boon gone long; found 
some tools with which tho inner door had 
been forced; prisoner had prepared for 
going out Ijy removing souiu of the fasten- 
ings, but not all them; ho must have en- 
tered before tho store was closed and 
secreted hiniselt' till after locking up time; 
tho shoes produced were similar to those 
found in tho store. 

To the Court — Prisoner askodfora pair 
of shoes before leaving. 

To a juror — Prisoner had no shoes on 
when ho waa arrested. 
, Supt. of Police O'Connor, sworn — The 
prisoner was arrested and taken to gaol 
barefooted; he also appeared in the Po- 
lico Court without shoes. ' '''' ' 

The rIiocs .wore then tribd bti and found 

to fit. 

Tho Chief .lustico explained to tho jury 
wliat constituted stealing. There ceuld 
not bo any doubt about the prisoner be- 
ing on tho premises with intent to steal. 
Tho jury could not have any hesitation in 
finding a verdict on tho second count of 
tho indictment. It seemed that thero was 
no burglarious ontrance, but thero could 
be no difficulty in connecting tho prisoner 
with the articles that had been removed. 

The jury returned with a verdict of 
guilty.

Victoria Amatour Sooioty, 

Tho mere announcement of a perfor- 
mance by tho Amatour Society invariably 
crowds the theatre with the beauty, fash- 
ion and culture of our fair city.
